AMATEUR OPERATOR ISSUED $1450 FORFEITURE 

The San Juan Office of the Federal Communications Commission 
issued a Notice of Apparent Liability to Monetary Forfeiture 
(NAL) for $1,450 to amateur radio operator David G. Ackley, 
W4UWH, of Saint Thomas, Virgin Islands. The forfeiture was 
assessed for violation of several sections under Part 97 of the 
Commission’s Rules. 

On September 9, 1986, FCC inspectors invetigated repeated in- 
ferference complaints on the amateur frequency 7258 kHz. They 
used close-in direction finding techniques to trace the interfering 
radio signal to Mr. Ackley’s residence. 

Mr. Ackley was found to be causing willful and malicious in- 
terference to ongoing amateur communications, constitution a 
violation of Section 97.125. He also violated Sections 97.7(a) for 
transmitting on a frequency not authorized by his Technician Class 
license. In addition, for failing to identify ongoing communications, 
Mr. Ackley violated Section 97.84.

OPERATION FOXTROT 

Dade County RACES/ARES is now tied in to the County Mass 
Disaster Plan. As a result, the amateur radio operators par- 
ticipated in Operation Foxtrot, a simulated Pan American airliner 
crash at Miami International Airport on November 19, 1986. 

The main function of the amateur radio team during a mass 
disaster is to provide an interlink among agencies which do not 
ordinarily have mutual communications. Seventy-five victims, 
realistically moulaged, were tracked by triage tag and transport 
vehicle ID number, from the time they left the crash site to their 
destination hospitals where amateurs standing by at the 
emergency rooms reported their arrival. 

At the same time, Net Control, stationed in the field command 
vehicle at the crash site, sent the information via packet radio to 
the Airport Situation Room where a computer printer provided 
hard copy for the effected airline. The packet terminal node con- 
troller automatically date/time stamped each received packet so 
that an accurate log was kept automatically. 

The airline can then relay the information to relatives and next of 
kin of the crash victims. The amateurs do not report health status 
of the victims. 


Eighteen RACES/ARES amateurs participated in the exercise, 
most of them veterans of previous mass disaster exercises. The 
group represents a nucleus of specially trained mass disaster 
communicators, highly regarded by the County. Its members 
range from medical doctors and other medically trained personnel 
to amatuers who work for airlines, airline related industries, many 
who are licensed private and commercial pilots, and CAP mem- 
bers. 


Participants in Operation Foxtrot were W4IYT (EC), WA4CCP, 
ND4E, WA20MT, WW4W, KA4HAZ, N4KWB (Asst. RACES Off.), 
W400H, N4FOG, WA4FSQ, WZ4V, WB4CKY, W4SQG, K4TCV 
(MD), WD4ACJ, N4NAP, N4MUG, and KI4T (RACES Off.). 

For the first time, an amateur was allowed to be stationed in the 
County Fire Alarm/911 Center. The station was manned by W4IYT. 
Consequently, permission has been obtained to erect a permanent 
amateur antenna for the post. 

The ultimate goal of the Dade County amateur radio disaster 
team is to be able to respond to a real mass disaster in as timely a 
manner as the County Fire Rescue Department. Practice con- 
tinues. KI4T.

Hams from all over Broward County joined forces with their 
friends in Coral Springs to serve as parade marshalls for the Coral 
Springs Our Town Parade Oct. 25, 1986. Twenty-five volunteers 
lined the one-mile parade route, provided crowd control as well as 
communications services for the 1.5 hour event.

W4KFC Named Recipient of 
Inaugural Humanitarian Award 


The ARRL Board of Directors at their 1986 Second Meeting 
unanimously voted that the 1985 (inaugural) ARRL International 
Humanitarian Award be awarded posthumously to Victor C. Clark, 
W4KFC, for his lifetime commitment to the furtherance of interna- 
tional brotherhood and peace through Amateur Radio. 

“Vic” Clark, who became a Silent Key in 1983 while in office as 
ARRL President, was a respected friend to thousands of radio 
amateurs throughout the world. From his youth Vic was an active 
participant in the ARRL, serving in many capacities, including SCM, 
Director and President. As early as 1936, at age 19, Vic was already 
a renowned radio amateur as W6KFC, and was selected as the first 
recipient of the Hiram Percy Maxim Memorial Award. Vic Clark, a 
name synonymous with the very best in Amateur Radio, is a most 
deserving recipient of the first ARRL International Humanitarian 
Award.

STOLEN EQUIPMENT INFORMATION SERVICE 
By Jan Zysko, N4MEI - Paragon Technologies 

There seems to be a recent increase in the number of amateurs 
having equipment stolen in the South Florida Area. Two meter 
mobile rigs seem to be a popular target even in cases when other 
high-tech equipment (cellular phones, radar detectors, scanners, 
etc.) was just as accessible. In the ten or so cases we’ve heard of in 
the past few months, the MO has been the same — late night or 
early morning smash-and-grab from a locked car parked at home. 

In an effort to at least insure ourselves that our next purchase of 
used equipment is legit, the Florida Skip is hosting a stolen 
equipment information service. Through the data services of 
Paragon Technologies, we will maintain an information file on the 
stolen equipment (MAKE, MODEL, SERIAL NUMBER, IDEN- 
TIFYING MARKS, MODIFICATIONS, etc.) along with the par- 
ticulars of the victim (NAME, ADDRESS, PHONE, CLUB 
MEMBERSHIPS) and specifics of the robbery (WHERE, WHEN, 
HOW, POLICE CASE or REPORT NUMBER and CONTACT 
NAME, PHONE NUMBER, etc.). We will regularly run a stolen 
equipment listing in the Skip for your benefit. A central repository 
of this type of information that is accessible by fellow hams is 
sorely needed in today’s climate where the criminal appears to 
have more rights than the victim. Besides, who knows our equip- 
ment better, who can recognize a non-ham by merely listening to 
his radio procedures and who provides (at least part of) a large 
market for radio equipment? 

One day we hope to have a toll-free hot-line that anyone can call 
and see if a particular piece of equipment is listed as stolen. If it is, 
a caller can just leave a ‘‘tip”’ of where the equipment is and we'll 
notify the proper authorities. No need to let us know who you are 
but it would make it easier. In the meantime, we'll have to rely on 
building and accessing the data base by mail or you can call in your 
info or request and leave the particulars on our recorder at (305) 
238-7226. Please don’t ask us to return vour call unless its local or

1987 will start with an opportunity for Florida Affiliates to prove 
what they can do to administer AFCC MARS Communications in an 
efficient manner. 

First we have Mike Green re-appointed SMD with call AFF2FL. 
His new next in command or the region two (2) Comm. Officer is 
his former assistant Ken Scott, AFF2C/AFB2FR/WA4KAU. Ken 
was a very excellent organizer of PATCH nets, a job that the HDWS 
has passed to one of St. Petersburg’s YL MARS Officials 
AFA2HT/KA4OIT who will now be Eleanor ‘‘Mikkey” Moore, 
AFF2SP, an additional Call for official use. 

The new methods of traffic handling brings more rules to be sure, 
we remember. Packet equipped stations must NOT leave active 
TRAFFIC in “‘MAIL”’ boxes. It must be delivered or returned to 
sender with reason undeliverable. TRAFFIC FROM OVERSEAS 
MAY BE U.S. MAILED if a good address is used by the originating 
station. 

After the January Ist date we may have more appointments in 
the state organization to list (Maybe even I will be replaced). 

MARS 

Three hundred, ninety-eight thousand dollars will be spent by the 
U.S. government to upgrade some of the Army’s amateur radio 
stations. 

The Associated Press reported on November 22 that the contract 
to replace antiquated ham radio equipment used by the Military 
Affiliate Radio System has been awarded to ITT Telecom Products 
Corporation of Raleigh, North Carolina, but the Army’s In- 
formation System Selection and Acquisition Activity. 

An Army spokesman said that the contract calls for modern 
operator consoles to be installed at Fort Meade, Maryland; Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas; Camp Conier, South Korea; Kaiserslautern, 
West Germany and the Presidio in San Francisco. The AP story 
described the role of MARS as being most frequently used to 
provide a communications link back home for soldiers stationed 
overseas.

TEST PRICE INCREASE 
The cost of taking a ham radio test is going up in 1987. The FCC 
has approved permitting VECs to charge $4.37 for administering an 
amateur exam. The new maximum fee reflects an increase of 1.8% 
in the increase of the Department of Labor Consumer Price Index 
between October 1, 1985, and September 20, 1986. The fee during 
1986 was $4.29.

EXAM CREDIT 

Beginning December 1, the FCC will allow re-examination credit 
for written test elements passed during an otherwise unsuccessful 
amateur testing session.

Another change is that amateur radio examiners who administer 
Novice Class tests need not issue to the Novice applicant a Cer- 
tification of Successful Completion of Examination Certificate 
(CSCE). Instead, Novices will be able to use a photocopy of a 
pendirig license application that indicates the applicant has met all 
necessary qualifications. 

These changes are contingent upon budget approval by the Office 
of Management and Budget for changes to the Form 160.

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FCC LICENSING FIGURES 
The FCC amateur licensing figures for fiscal year 1986 (October 
1985 through September 1986) are out. They show an increase in 
licensees of 8,495 over one year ago. This is a 2.1% rate of annual 
increase. 
By license class, the figures (with comparison to a year ago) are: 


Sept. 30, 1986 Sept. 30, 1985 
Novice ; 79,107 76,337 
Technician 86,148 83,117 
General 116,864 117,340 
Advanced 98,195 97,825 
Extra 40,768 37,968 
Total operators 421,082 412,587 


There were 20,979 new licensees entering the Amateur Radio 
Service during this fiscal year compared to 17,373 during the 
previous year. During fiscal year 1985, 1,460 of the newcomers went 
directly to a Technician or higher license, and bypassed the Novice 
stage; during the fiscal year just ended the figure was 1,832. Thus, 
there is a slight trend toward entry at the Technician or higher 
level, but it still constitutes less than 9% of the newcomers.

VEC BREAKDOWN 

THE RE-EXAMINATION OF HAMS is being required by the 
FCC in cases where questions exist about the way in which they 
were tested by a Volunteer Examination team, but the Commission 
is not doing the retesting itself. The first two people to be ordered to 
retake their amateur examinations are a pair of not-yet identified 
Dallas, Texas hams. 

According to Fred Maia, W5YI, who heads up the W5YI Report 
VEC, a VE team from the De Vry Technical Institute VEC was 
asked to oversee the re-examination session, which was scheduled 
for Saturday, October 18. The FCC took the action to retest the two 
candidates after receiving a number of complaints from area 
amateurs regarding the way the tests had been given and about the 
activities of the hams themselves. Maia said that it was one of his 
VE teams that had given the original exams, but that he had 
requested the FCC to use a VE team from another VEC for the 
retesting. 

However, other sources indicate to Westlink Report that, as of 
press time, the retesting had not taken place. We also learned that 
the two candidates, on advice of their legal counsel, have declined 
to take a retest, and further, that they may be bringing suit against 
all involved in the matter, including the FCC, on unknown grounds. 

FCC Special Services Division Chief Raymond A. Kowalski told 
us that he had unofficially heard a similar story, but that neither 
his office nor the FCC had yet been officially notified of any suits 
being filed. Kowalski explained that, in itself, the failure of a 
candidate to show up for or to accept a retest is not a direct 
violation of Part 97 rules or of any law. When this happens and it 
appears that there is no evidence of fraud involved, the candidate 
simply is reverted back to the status he held before the upgrading 
test. 

For example, someone who held a General and then advanced to 
Extra but refused to be retested would be reverted to his former 
General Class ticket. Someone who held no license prior to ob- 
taining that same Extra would find himself without any license at 
all. Only in cases where some kind of fraud or intent to commit 
fraud could be proven would the FCC use this as evidence in a 
license revocation proceeding.

Hello DXers from the SFDXA. All requests for information or 
comments about the column shuld be directed to W4WJ, Don via 
the callbook address, or the repeater 147.930/330. 

The pursuit of DX has several important elements if the DXer is 
to be successful. First there is the desire to collect those distant 
countries. It’s the love of the contest! Then there is the necessary 
office work with the logs, QSLs and the like. Next there is the 
element of the equipment and physical facilities. One of the most 
important in this area is the antenna system. During the time of 
poorest DX propagation is the best time to improve the “signal 
delivery” system. 

This latter activity has been in the forefront of the DXers in 
SFDXA for the past several months. As a result of the DXers need 
for help in these projects, the SFDXA formed a group called 
“Antenna Busters.’ This group represents some diverse talents 
and interests such as antenna expertise, mechanical talent, 
engineering know how and some pure muscle men for the more 
mundane aspects of tower and antenna installation. During the 
past five months ‘“‘Antenna Busters”’ have either revised, rein- 
stalled, or removed old installations and installed much improved 
systems for seven or eight different stations. 

I must tell you that this activity should be a part of every club! It 
certainly fulfills one of the objectives of ham radio — to enhance 
the knowledge and skills of the amateur! It provides a good reason

The anual meeting of the National Weather Association this year 
was held in Cocoa Beach, FL the last week of October. Papers on 
many and varied topics were presented, including one by the Net 
Manager of the Hurricane Watch Net, Jerry Murphy, K8YUW. The 
guest speaker at the annual banquet was Dr. Neil Frank, Director 
of the National Hurricane Center. 

Dr. Frank reported on the inability to provide accurate and 
timely forecasts on hurricane movement sufficient to allow 
evacuations in every case where required. One of the reasons is the 
lack of adequate data from storm affected areas, particularly in 
the oceans to our east and south. 

Jerry presented a paper which summarized the activities of the 
Hurricane Watch Net, both in support of the Maritime Mobile 
Service Net on 14.313, and later the dedicated net on 14.325 MHz. In 
the last issue of Skip, you saw a letter from NHC to W4VBQ. That 
letter was one of the references Jerry used in describing the very 
important work done by amateurs in many places during the 
hurricane season. 

It’s quite likely that hurricanes are over with for this year, but 
the next season is not that far away. The time is already at hand to 
start getting ready for next season.

FCC DENIES ARRL PETITION TO REQUIRE 
INTERFERENCE LABELS 

The Federal Communications Commission (FCC) has decided 
against requiring manufacturers to label home electronic equip- 
ment as to interference rejection capability. The plan would have 
called for an index to be developed based upon the rejection cir- 
cuitry involved. 

FCC noted that several voluntary measures are being considered 
by manufacturer’s committees and that the ARRL peittion was 
“‘premature.’’ Unfortunately, some of these committees seem to be 
moving very slowly and some think they are only PR gimmicks to

FCC TO ALLOW WRITTEN EXAMINATION CREDIT 

Beginning December 1, the Commission will allow re- 
examination credit for written elements passed during an other- 
wise unsuccessful amateur examination, according to an FCC news 
release October 9. Currently the Commission only allows credit for 
code examination elements. The FCC also clarified that examiners 
who administer a Novice examination are not required to issue a 
Certificate of Successful Completion of Examination (CSCE). 
Instead, applicants may produce a photocopy of a pending ap- 
plication which indicates the applicant has qualified for a Novice 
license. These rule changes are contingent upon Office of 
Management and Budget approval of revisions to FCC Form 610.
